of living organisms that require rest, in. order 
for the renewal of their powers anl contin- 
оласе of their sciiuns. The involuntary func- 
tions of the human system. cannot rest. A 
Cessation of but a few moments in the action 
of the heart or in respiration, would be fatal, 
and these never tire in their ceaseless round 
of action from the dawn of existence until the 
organism is laid asi leas a worn out garment 

The voluntary functions, certain muscular 
motions and mental efforts, are so constituted 
that they requice rest and sleep, A 

We have seea in the former articles that the 
atomsofthe humin orginism are dyicg con- 
stantly ; that we mnst continually die In order 
that we may live. When, however, these atoms 
have only been partially exhausted and are not 
dead, but capable of some further action, un- 
der the process of sleep, the? recupurate and 
are renewed so that they may continue to take 
their part in the drama of life without interfer- 
ing with heoth, - Under the repose of sleep, the 
life forces experience an cquilibrium which 
restores these weakened elements, and fit them 
for further use, This is proved first by the 
fáctthat sleep predgess this renewed energy, 
and, secondly, by the fact that where tbe system 
is deprived of sleep for a loug time, fevers and 
other diseases sre cozenderal. by the tissues 
becoming loaded with sick anl imperfectly 
assimilated matters, We neal rest daily and 
hourly, and the prop siting to have oae day in 
Seven set apart’ as л day of rest, is not only 
absurd, bat mankind prove that they think so 
by making * anything but “з day of rest." 
Whenever any of the powers become wearled, 
it is the vo'ce of God-ealling for rest, anl this is 
the time tò take that rest, aod we should not 
wait for any day or hour which пау be set 
apart for it. + It was а favorite maxim of my 
excellent friend, the late Professor С. D. Meigs, 
of this city, thit a sick bly likea briksa limb, 
needed rest. 

The fact of this great need of rest, both in 
sickness and health, is generally felt. But a 
much more diftizult quevion is bow are we to 
obtain rest? : í x 

Jo the conditions of ortmary health, unless 
something of un external character interferes, 
there is very little Феу in obtaining rest. 
Most pereons are like the man who sdid be 
“ was notafraid of work, he could ‘ay down 
along side of it, and go to steep.” Bat it is in 
sickness, where seep !s more particularly 
required, that it is most difticalt for usto obtain 
it 

Rest is Natures means of cnring disease, but 
not always in the form of sleep, tor this is 
асс mpanjed by more or less congestion or 
fullness of blood ia the brain. Hence we find 
long continued ‘hard sleep produces a sense of 
weariness, and sometimis pain in the head. 
"This is especially the сазе after losing the 
accustomed sleep. The first sleep that we get 
almost always produces beadache, and a sense 
of weariness. There are many articles in the 
materia medica which produce sleep by caus- 
ing congestion.of the brain, and they may 
occasionally be useful in the hands of skillfal 
physicians, Yet they should never be used

The most perfect rest for the sick is that 
which is produced by the healthy and pure 
magnetism of persons who are adapted to tbe 
individual needa. This isa subject upon which 
we bave made many" experiments and observa- 
tions. We believe there are varieties of mag- 
netism, and we know of no other m.ans but 

. experimenting, by which we can ascertain 
when human magoetism will be properly adapt- 
ed to individual cases, and where it is not so 
adapted, it is worse than useless to attempt to 
apply И. Where it is well adapted, it is the 
moet soothing, equilibrating aod healing process 
that can be applied to the system. 

The magnetizer should be а person In good 
health, strictly tempsrate and regolar ia all 
their habits of life, and above all imbuel with 
the purest and most benevolent motives, Tne 
work should be done for the love ot it and the 
good of humanity, atid never from any sordid

‘The Cause of Local Motion—The Diffusive

opposite of dead matter — Dodd's lectures on Paychology. 

‘This divine spirit, cr, if T may so say, the difesive mind 
of God which pervades all the realms of fatelligeat beings, 

^ and which is the atmoeghere that the вов! le to breathe 
the mediam of ita light, the stimulas of Ita life—acte in the 
first placeas a general excitement, It devolopes the whole 
nature of man by rousing It to life. Weare familiar with 
the gradations of excitement —ilonry Ward Beecher. 

In our last artcle we spoke of the various con - 
ditions of matter, assuming therein certain po- 
sitions in reference thereto, and in this article 
we propose to elaborate still farther, ' 

t First, matter 19 diffused throughout all spree, 
© Tt exists in such a variety of states, and may be 
found in ғо тару different con'itions, that it is 
well worthy of the serious consideration of any 
опе. Those glitering orbs in the blue vault 
above—whether as suns to furnish light toa 
family of planets with their satellites and rings, 
ога comet winding its way off among distant 
worlds in the regions of infinite space—they are 
only, cach one, different conditions of the same 
principle, which is neither ultimate or element- 
ary in Ив character. Matter isinfinitely varied,

In whatever condition matter exists through 
out the infinite realms of space, it hss incor- 
„porated therewith every quality that it poss sses 
when concentrated ia man, This position does 
not seem strange at sll when ge takes into 
consideration ali the facts of the csse. Matter 
being diffused throughout all space in various 
states or cefiditions, it has incorporated with it 
those divine qualities which we see manifested 
in man, and why? Can something be created 
ostol nothing? Could an all-powerfal, omni- 
scient, omnipresent Ged create those worlds or 
system of workls that so beautifully. deck the 
firmament, shedding their soft silvery ight over 
the face of Nature, which seems to smile under 
the exhilarating influenct thereof, while her 
great heart throbs in unison with the vibrating 
chords of the infite mini—could He create 
them all out of nothing? So says Orthodoxy, 
Weil, stòp and contemplate for a moment the 
utter fallkey of such a position. If God created 
all these things out of nothing—how did Me in 
the first place find it? Find nothing and create 
something out of it—the thought is preposter- 
ous. Consider the idea of God finding nothing, 
and forming therefrom the majestic dak, the 
flower glistening’ with rainbow tints, the bean- 
tiful valicy, the high mountain, the foaming ĉas- 
` ende, the mizhily ocran, the silvery lake, the ag 
ile deer,hinds with golden plumage, the fishes 
4 0f the sen, the insi cts of the air—Th fact, every- 
thing. Nothing asa basia, and just wiiness the 
result! “Can God makè a two-year old colt in 
a minuto?" If so, what would really be itsage? 
would it be two years old, ог one minute old? 
Ifnothing is impossible with God, He can make 
а two-year-old colt in a minute, But, says the 
sceptic, " It would be only a minute old." Trne— 
hence we have found one thing that-God could 
notdo, We desire to impart an important les- 
son by the simple consideration of this fact that 
certain things are impossible with God.- Ie 
“can not’ create something out of nothing, for 
nothing has no existence. 

In matter corcentrated, asin man, we scc life 
manifested—then does nòt matter diffused pos- 
века life also, and every clmracteristic that it ex- 
hibits when in a concentrated condition? If 
life does not exist throughout all space, neither 
dos matter—and if neither life nor matter, 
then there sre certain Jocalities where nothing 
can be found.

itse.f, or in other words, constitute tbe only 
God that bas any existence.

` When а mere boy, we often queried in regard 
to the nature of those means, that, through the 
instrumentality of which the angels were ena- 
bled to make their appearance and dine with 
Abrabam, liberate Peter, talk to Hagar, wrestle 
with Jacob, speak forth from the clouds in а 
loud voice saying, “Behold, we bring you glad 
tidings of great joy which shall be known unto 
all people.” Those were certainly marvelous 
occurrences in the bistory of the world, and 
they are well calculated to excite the attention 
of the thinking mind. No less miraculous to 
our mind, was the liberation of Peter, the rolling 
awny the stone in front of the sepulchre, and 
the raising "of Samuel. In.our youth, we read 
witLout pbilosopblzing: now we never gaiher an 
idea from the realms of science or philosophy, 
that our mind does not wind its way into the in- 
most labyrinths of "Nature, seeking a solution of 
the same. We study Nature with the same care, 
now that we once did those puzzling problems 
io the Integral Calculus or Mathematical 
Astronomy, 

Io our visit to one of the seances of the 
Davenport Brothers the other evening, we had 
presented before ui a problem, grand in its 
nature, broad in its proportions, yet so simple 
that any school boy could understand it easily.

-out immediate detection, The back part of the 
cabinet is so made that by no possible method 
could any сре get into it without breaking the 
boards. The front consists of three doors. On 
the inside, are two immovable seats, one in 
each end; also one ой the back, Therewére 
also bells, guitar, violia, etc, ready to be used 
by the unseen intelligencies. Before the seance 
commenced, a committee of two were selected 
to securely tie their Hands behind them, and to 
во fasten their body and legs that it \yould be 
quite Impossible for them to stir jn ahg one 
direction over ‘one inch, After the committee 
bad spent fifteen mi:utes in carefully tying 
them, so-adjusting the ropes that by no process 
could they, unaided, unloose themselves,— 
the door at the right and. were closed, 
and just as the one to swinging on 
its hinges, we distinctly haod touch the 
shoulder of one of the committee men. Now, 
remember they had just been securely tied; 
they could not move one itch in any direction, 
yet before the doors of the cabinet were closed, 
a band made Из appearance. No sooner were 
the doors closed than the bells began to ring, the 
violin discoursed sweet music, while the thrum- 
ming of the tamborine kept at last two handa 
busy. Tho nolse thu» treated, would require at 
legs six bands—two for the tamborige, two 
for tbe violin and two for the bells, while from 
four to six bands were often seen at the little 
aperturo in the front door. After this manifost- 
ation of power on tbe part of the denizens of 
the Spirit World, each of the commlttee, in 
turn, took а seat in tho cabinet’ with the 
" Brothers," and were so situsted that they 
could detect any movement on thelr part to 
produce the ifeatations, One reported that 
ho felt hands touching bis face, cravat 
shoulder, wbilé the bells were ringing and 
music made on the tamborine and vlolio, Не 
could detect no movemeut whatever on tke 
part of the “Brothers.” The other gentlemen 
made equally as favorable 7 

After the close of the Davenport Brothers’ 
seance, that of Prof. Fay wis snnousced. One 
of the-most marvelous feats on record, one 
which defics tbe solution of \ke most skilful 
sceptic on ару other bypothesis than caused by 
the direct agency of the spirits, was performed, 
and consisted of taking off bis coat when his
